— Whereas draft of (he Kamp^ee Cantonment 
(Division into Wards) .Amendment Rules, 1976^ was published 
with the notification of the Government of India in the Minis- 
try of Defence No. SRO 24, dated the 6th February, 1976, 
in the Gazette of India, Part II, Section 4, dated the 14th 
February, 1976, as required by Section 31 of the Cantonments 
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Acl, 1924 (2 of 1924), for inviting objccliona and suggestions 
fiom nil the persoas likely to be affected thereby till the 
expiry of a period of sixty rlays from the dnte of publication 
of the said notification in the Official Gazette; 

And whereas the aforesaid Gazette was made available to 
the public on the 16th February, 1976; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received before 
the period so specified have been considered by the Central 
Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (a) of section 31 of the said Act, the Central Govern- 
ment hereby makes the following rules, namely : — 

RUT.RS 

1. (i) These rules may be called the Kamptee Cantonment 
tDivision into Wards) Amendment Rules, 1976. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. For the Schedule annexed to the Kamptee Cantonment 
tDivision into Wards) Rules, 1964, the following Schedule 
shall be substituted, namely 

SCHEDULE 

(BOUNDARIES OF WARDS) 

(Sec rule 3) 

Ward No. I. — The boundary of this ward starts from the 
junction of Gough Road and Gora Bazar Second Street near 
old Police Post going towards North West upto the Bazar 
Boundary Pillar No. 9 along the Gora Bazar Second Street, 
further turning towards North keeping to the right along the 
Kttfcha track upto the Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 8 thereafter 
crossing the Gora Bazar Main Road and going upto Bazar 
Boundary Pillar No. 7 keepiug to the right stde of the Katcha 
track going further upto the Kanhan River Bank in North 
Easterly direction, meeting to Gora Bazar Sand Ghat, adjacent 
to Sy. No. 141, thereafter going through Sy. No. 1 of the 
Boundary line in the Kanhan River in the same direclion upto 
the Cantt Boundary in the Centre of the river. From this 
point the boundary runs along the Cantt Boundary in the 
I'jxer in ihe South Easterly direction upto about four furlong 
and then turning towards South West going on the alignment 
of the junction of the boundaries of Sy. No. 134 and 196 
nn the North side of the river bank, thereafter proceeding 
alopg tiia-Katcha Track, keeping to the right of it in Sy. No.

Bazar Main Road thereafter turning to South West going 
along the Gora Bazar Main Road upto the Bazar Boundary 
Pillar No. 14 at the back side corner of the St. Joseph’s 
Convent Building Compound, thereafter going towards North 
vVest by the side of the Compound Wall of the St, Joseph’s 
Convent upto the Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 13, therefrom 
going further North Westerly along the compound wall of 
R. C. Church upto the culvert to Gora Bazar link road 
which is coming from the main road, thereafter cro.ssing 
ilic culvert and coming on to the junction of second .street 
and link road, going along the second street in North West 
direction, rneeting the cross street, proceeding still further in 
the same direction upto Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 10 going 
North Westerly direction on the same street uplo the crossing 
of Gough road and .second street near old Police Post, the 
point from where the boundary starts. 

Ward No. II.- — The Boimdaiy starts from the crossing of 
Gough road and second street op;x)site to the old Police 
post running South Westerly direction on the Gough Rogd 
upto the junction of Mall Road and Gough Road near 4 
EME Centre Officers’ Mess going further on the Gough 
Road, keeping to the right side of it, South Westerly meeting 
White Rond, then keeping to the right side of it and proceed- 
ing houndiiry then runs further taking a curve to the North 
West and meeting the Royal Artillery Road near a culvert 
and a well, proceeding further along the Royal Artittery 
Hoad South Westerly uplo the junction of Chhindwara Road, 
going on the Chhindwara Road North Wc.slerlv upto the 
crossings of the Magzinc Road, Chhindwara Road and Sector 
Road- From this point turning to the South West going 
along the Sector Road meeting Funnel Road thereafter turn- 
ing to west going along Funnel Road and meeting the Ring 
Road upto the Cantonment Boundary at a distance of about 
(100.5840 Ml.) from Pillar No. 3 proceeding further to North 
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along the Cantonment Boundary to the Cantonment Boundary 
Pillar No. 2 and further to No. 1. From this Pillar going 
along the North Easterly direction along the Cantonment 
Boundary and enroutc passing over Kanhan Water Works 
installation going in the South Easterly direction passing over 
General Hospital Compound situated on the right bunk of 
the Kanhan River, coming upto the alignment of Gora Bazar-

From this point of the Cantt Boundary the 
Centre of the Kanhan River going upto its bunk at Sand

Ward No. 111. — ^Thc boundary starts from the junction of 
Mull Rond and Gough Road near 4 EME Centre Officers’ 
Mess going along the Mall Road South Easterly direction, 
meeting Gora Bazar link Road, proceeding further and meet- 
ing Gora Bazar Main Road near St. Joseph’s Convent and 
going further upto Bunglow No. 38, meeting a link road 
turning towards East upto the junction of Mall Road and 
Temple Road near Bunglow No. 39, thereafter going along 
the Temple Road towards South keeping to Jhe right upto 
the crossing of Yerkhcda Road and Temple Road near M.E.S. 
Power House then going in South Westerly direction along 
the Temple Road upto the iunction of Temple Road ' and 
G. N. Roa>l near Motor Petrol Pump going on the G. N. 
Road South Easterly upto the bridge of the Bagduia Nullah 
on G. N. Road near Sy. No. 63 turning to the West and 
going along Ihc Cantonment Boundary to a distance of about 
(4425.575 Mt.) upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 9, 
thereafter turning and going towards North along the Can- 
tonment Boundary to the Cantonment Botutdary Pillars Nos, 
8, 7, 6, 5, 4, and meeting the Ring Road after, a distance of 
about (50,2920 Mt.), Thereafter from that point returning along 
the Ring Road in South Easterly direction upto the junction 
of Funnel Road and Ring Road, from there turning and 
going along the Funnel Road towards Eiist upto the junction 
of the Sector Road and Funnel Road, thereafter turning 
in North Easterly direction and going further along the Sector 
Road upto the junction of Chhindwara Road, Magzine Road 
and Sector Road. From this junction turninp to South East 
and going along the Chhindwara Road keepmg to the right 
upto the junction of Chhindwara Road and Royal Artillery 
Road, turning to the North East direction going along the 
Royal Artillery Roud upto the culvert and the Well and 
then liirning to East tind going along the Gough Roud upto 
the crossing of Ihe Catacre Road near Officers quarter, going 
further on the Gough Road crossing of the White Road and 
going uplo the cro.ssing of the Mall Road and Gough Road 
near Garrison Gurudwara from where the Boundary starts. 

W ird No. IV. — The Boundary struts from the crossing 
of Gough Road and Second Street near the old Police Post 
going along the Second Street towards South East passing 
over the Bazar Boundary Pillar No, 10 proceeding further 
South Easterly of Ihe same street meeting Cross Street, there- 
afier proceeding further npto the culvert and junction of 
(.iora Bazar Link Road and Second Street. From this culvert 
going along the btick side of the Compound Wall of R. C. 
Church proceeding Soiilh Easterly to the Bazar Boundary 
Pillar No. 13. thereafter proceeding further along the back 
side of the compound wall of Ihe St. Joseph’s Convent upto 
the Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 14 meeting at the Gora Bazar 
Miiin Road, thereafter ftaning to the North East going along 
the Gora Bazar Main Road iipfo Ihc turning point of the 
Gora Bazar Main Roud near the Astern side of the House 
No. 197. Turning to the Ea.st and proceeding along the 
katcha track towards Kanhan River Bank at the meeting 
point of the Boundaries of Survey Nos. 134 and 196 towards 
North further going in’o llic Survey No. 1 to the Central 
line of Kauliar River proceeding towards East along the 
Cantonment Boundary to a distance of (3519.5391 Mt.) upto 
the alignment of the Sand quarry Ghat adjacents to the 
Chhoti Ajni village, turning to South to the bank of the 
River at the Sand quarry ghat, From this point going to- 
wards south along the Katcha track keeping to the right side 
of it passing by the side of Bunglow No. 1 1 1 upto the 
G. N. Road near Piprl Octroi post. Turning and going along 
the Yerkheda Road North Westerly direction upto the old 
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Police Chould, thereafter turning to South and going further 
on the Ycrkheda Road meeting the Mall Road near Bungalow 
No. 92, going further iipto the Military Sentry Post on the 
junction of Yerkhedu and G. N. Road. Thereafter proceeding 
further South Westerly along the G. N, Road npto the bridge 
over Bagdura Nullah near Cavalry Bazar — then turning to 
West and proceeding along the Cantonment Boundary to a 
distance of (2513.7266 Ml,) upto the bridge over the Bagdura 
Nullah on G, N. Road near Sy. No. 63, turning to North 
and West and going along the G. N. Road upto the junction 
of Temple Road and G. N. Road near Motor Petrol Pump, 
thcreaftci’ turning to Noith East going along the Temple Road 
meeting at the junction of Temple Road and Yerkheda Road 
near M.E.S.. Power House proceeding further on the Temple 
Road towards North upto the junction of Mall Road and 
Temple Road near Bunglow No. 39 then turning to the West 
going further on the Mall Road meeting Link Road in front 
of Bunglow No. 38, then going further on the MaU Road 
proceeding further on the Mall Road upto the crossing of 
MaU Road and Gough Road near Garrison Gurdwara, there- 
after turning and going towards North East on the Gough 
Road upto the junction of Gough Road and Second Street 
near old Police Post where the Boundary start#.
